2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record disclose summing individual power supply requirements to 
determine minimxmi system power supply needs, such as in Layton et al. (paragraphs 23-26) where one is 
told that actual averages of power usage should be monitored and stored as maximum recorded 
usage requirement, then one should calculate the number of required power supphes by dividing the 
maximum recorded usage by the power supply rating of each drive and rounding the requirement 
up by one unit. McPherson discloses (pages 240 that the effective output of a power transformer is a 
percentage of the required power input into the transformer (efficiency). However, none of the prior art 
of record discloses or suggests determming a component power supply requirement for each 
component comprising a device selected fi"om an actual measured power consumption and a rated 
maximum power consumption, the selection being based upon measured value to threshold value 
comparison.
